she revealed to Postmaster Lewis, of 
5ork, th a t he was carrying on a 
*y* 
t e n s i l e robbery of the 
m ails 
w hich 
(tossed through his hand*. 
For more than a 
year 
suspicious 
circum stances are said to have point*#! 
to the fact 
that 
R ic h te r had la en 
stealing litter* continuing money that 
had Im en giver, him to take*to the (tost 
office for transm ission and that he had 
received for delivery to patrons along 
his route,

ved that they either failed to get

Justice White was born in Louis* | 
iana. in the parish of Lafourche. No­ 
vember, 1845. and is a Roman Catholic, 
having been educated in the Jesuit 
college at New Orleans and later at 
Georgetown university, Washington. 
At the age of sixteen he enlisted In 
the Confederate array and fought all; 
through tho entire war. Four years - 
a.tor the surrender of Lee he was ad­ 
mitted to the louisiana bar and began 
practice in New Orleans. 
He entered polities at the age of 
I w* nty-nlno, w hen he was elected a 
state senator, being one of the young­ 
est men ever elected to this office in 
the south, whr re age alway s counts 
almost as mu<h as brilliancy.

EGG BOUND. 
It Is seldom that a hen Is sated 
from this trouble, because she Is not 
often noticed until gangrene has set 
in. 
In Much case the hen. by severe 
straining, or the chicken doctor, by 
pressing the egg. will often break down 
the dead tissue, and the egg and suc­ 
ceeding eggs until death will go through 
the broken wall into the abdominal 
cavity. 
A victim of egg bound will some­ 
times linger on the nest all day and 
be taken out by m istake and shut up 
for a broody. 
She oft lingers about the nest, goes 
off and on. humps her back as in lay­ 
ing aud strains. 
Her Huff will get 
filthy from frequent voiding, as with 
diarrhea 
Blood will sometimes show 
from ruptures by straining, and in tin 
end prolapsus of the ovklu t occurs, a 
violet colored mass protruding. 
The latter sometimes occurs after 
laying a large egg. and a piece of Ice 
placed 
within 
Its 
folds 
generally 
causes the oviduct to go back 
to Its 
place. 
But in egg bound it is nearly 
always dark purple, which indicates 
gangrene, or putrefaction, and then 
the sufferer should I** kilted. 
By pressure ou the abdomen the egg 
may be felt near the vent, though a 
tum or will often take the sam e shat*? 
aud cause alm ost Identical symptoms. 
Egg bound is generally caused by an 
overlarge egg that cannot be expelled. 
by a 
soft shelled egg blocking the 
egress of a perfect egg. by an inflam­ 
mation that dries up the secretion 
that 
lubricates 
the 
passage 
down 
which the egg slips, by a tumor, by 
excess fat. by constipation blocking 
the outlet with accum ulated faeces* or 
by the foolish use of egg stim ulants. 
An injection of oil. followed by gen 
tie pressure on the parts where the 
egg Is felt, will sometimes ei|iel the 
egg. hut hard pressure nearly ulways 
causes rupture, and the hen bleeds to 
death. 
The hen may sometimes be saved 
by puncturing the egg and removing 
it piece by piece. 
On examining a friend s flock where 
five W hite leghorns died in a week 
from this trouble we found he had 
l*een using fetrugret k In the mash to 
make them lay. 
This is a prime constituent of many 
horse ami cattle arui poultry 
jkjw 
ders. 


FEATHERS AND EGGSHELLS 
The hen that lays early and goes to 
roost late Is generally the prima donna 
layer of the flock 
You la tte r inspect the hen th at comes 
off the roost late and lingers on the 
nest in the afternoon. 
It may be 
case of egg bound or crop bound. 
Chincoteague. Va., claim s to have 
the only wild goose farm in the world 
Fifteen hundr*d are kept on a 250 
acre farm . aud they are sbipiwd alive 
to northern m arkets at $5 per i»air. 
A ulne-y ear-old girl died with diph­ 
theria at May’s Landing, N. J., aud 
others were critically ill of the disease. 
it Is supijosi-d the disease was con­ 
tracted from I ret chickens with which 
the children played. 
Netting hens are often blamed for 
eating their eggs when rats do the 
trick 
They have been known to carry 
eggs to the top of a high flight of 
stairs, one rat holding the egg. the 
others carrying him by the legs. 
lf an exhibitor is such a “ninny” that 
he can’t resist the tem ptation to quar 
ret with the Judge when he doesnt 
win the cup he should stay at home 
and receive the aw ards by mall aud 
then, sob out his troubles iu his wife’s 
arms. 
Have you noticed how the gallantry 
of a rooster wanes as he grows older ? 
When young he will 
give up the 
choicest wriggles and work himself 
skinny scratching for the opposite sex 
but wisdom comes with years, and later 
In life he licks his wife.

them through, except when born In 
the months mentioned, and have tried 
it then, but it is too long before spring 
comes, w rites an Ohio farm er In the 
National Stockman. 
I understand it 
is very good advice to have the pigs 
all come about the same tim e—say in 
March or April—and have them grow 
up together. But not many men suc­ 
ceed in having IOO pigs come about the 
smite tim e In March, and Iii ho large a 
num ber several will not thriveequally 
well with the rest, so that the herd 
should lie divided ouyhow. 
Also in 
keeping a large num ber of sows it Is 
not best to let all run together. Again, 
separation Is desirable.

Work That Can Be Done In Winter to 
Make It Productive. 
Cabbage, onions and other groaB 
feeders require mote manure than such 
vegetables as peas or beans. Henhouse 
droppings and hen manure are cold, 
but very rich, and should be put In 
large quantities on the plat where 
you expect to plant onions, cabbage or 
celery. Do not manure the potato 
patch with hen manure. 
Ashes are good for the onion bed, an 
they are for most vegetables, if prop­ 
erly used, possibly being better for the 
grape vines and strawberries, as these 
plants require large amounts of pot­ 
ash, says a writer In Farm Progress. I 
have heard It said that tomatoes do not 
need fertilizer, but I have not found 
this true. 
Well rotted cow manure I 
consider tin* best for plants requiring 
warm soil. as the tomato, eggplant, 
okra and pepper. Peas and beans will 
require some manure, but less than 
any other vegetables. IJ ma beam* will 
stand considerable fertilizing. 
Stable and farm manure Is better 
for the garden than commercial fer­ 
tilizer. because it brings out a better 
mechanical condition of tin* soil, en­ 
abling It to stand both drought and 
excessive wet much better when It 
contains leaved vegetation. In case of 
beans or sweet potatoes, for Instance, 
rotted straw, which contains hut little 
elements of fertility. Is ample I teen nae 
It Is more essential to keep tin* soil 
loose* and moist than to manure exces­ 
sively, 
I break the garden In the fall and 
apply manure in tin* winter, harrow­ 
ing it In when the ground is dry in the 
soring. The plat where late cabbage 
and celery are to Im* grown should lie 
manur'd heavily and roplowod late in
